Irene began lashing the U.S. 
East Coast with rain Friday 
with the pafenfial to cause 
billians of dollars in damage 
alang a densely papulafed 
arc that included Wash¬ 
ington, Baltimore, Philadel¬ 
phia, New York and Boston. 
At least 65 million people 
could be affected. 

A hurricane warning was in 
effect from North Carolina 
all the way to Massachu¬ 
setts — including far New 
Ycrk City, where mare than 
a quarter-million people 
were ordered to evacuate 
ahead of Irene's approach. 
It was the first hurricane 
warning issued for New York 
City in more than two de¬ 


cades. 

Officials declared emer¬ 
gencies, called up hun¬ 
dreds of National Guard 
troops, shut down public 
transit systems and begged 
hundreds of thousands at 
people to obey evacuation 
orders. Airlines canceled 
mare than 2,000 weekend 
flights. 

The Natianal Hurricane 
Center said the storm is un¬ 
likely to get any stronger 
and may weaken slightly 
before reaching land. It 
said Irene could weaken 
to a tropical storm before 
reaching the northern re¬ 
gion of New England, but 
that even below hurricane 
strength it would be a pow¬ 
erful and potentially de¬ 
structive storm.

Odysseus is parading into Queens

NEW YORK - Sing in me. 
Muse, and through me tell 
the story of Hermes the 
winged messenger, with 
eyes like binoculars. Of wise 
old Robert Moses, his head 
o literal globe, and of Ty¬ 
phoid Mary, o health threat 
in o skirt mode of spoons. 
Odysseus has, finally, found 
his way to Queens, and - 
journeying through storm 
surge and eons of urban 
grit - has been transformed 
o bit in the process. 

On Monday evening “The 
Odyssey" will be restoged 
through the lens of New 
York City history, using cos¬ 
tumed characters and gi¬ 
ant puppets, in o site-spe¬ 
cific work commissioned for 
Socrates Sculpture Park in 
Queens. Visitors will ploy the 
port of weary Greek travel¬ 
ers, traversing the pork to 
see seven “processionals” 
enacting stories from Hom¬ 
er's epic poem. 

The one-night-only perfor¬ 
mance, “Odysseus of Hell

rades and puppetry: they 
also create the Day of the 
Dead skeletons and Kobuki 
flying baby moths, among 
other creatures, for New 
York City's Halloween pa¬ 
rade. Their other projects 


include o walking opera 
and o three-act move¬ 
ment along a bridge, and 
as part of their mission, they 
use volunteers in the build¬ 
ing (“puppet-raising") and 
performance of their works. 
Involving the community, 
they said, mokes the pieces 
better. 

“What we like to do is take 
that genre of parade that 
everybody knows, and try 
to deconstruct it,” Kahn 
said. “We really see parade 
in the way that it is in carni- 
valesque cultures, as a real 
way of storytelling through 
multilayered, complex visu¬ 
als.” 

For “Odysseus at Hell Gate,” 
Kahn and Michahelles, a 
couple from Red Hook, 
N.Y., who ore artistic direc¬ 
tors of a nonprofit group 
called Processional Arts 
Workshop, researched the 
history of the sometimes for¬ 
gotten spaces that dot the 
East River, like Hart Island, a 
potter's field; North Brother 
Island, home to the hospital 
that quarantined Typhoid 
Mary; and Hell Gate, a tra¬ 
ditionally treacherous mari¬

“This is my neighborhood, 
this is my park,” Russell, 33, 
said, explaining why he 
wanted to get involved.

BOSTON, Massachusetts (AP) — 

Nineteen hijackers died on their 
Sept. 11, 2001, suicide mission. Al- 
Qoido leader Osomo bin Laden 
was killed by Navy Seals and bur¬ 
ied at sea four months ago. Khalid 
Sheikh Mohammed, the master¬ 
mind of the attacks, and a handful 
of his henchmen are in custody at 
the U.S. military prison at Guanta¬ 
namo Bay, Cuba. 

Mary Bavis believes there remain 
still more to blame for the death of 
her son Mark, more who have not 
been punished, or held account¬ 
able, or even publicly identified. In 
a wrongful death lawsuit due for 
trial in November, Bavis accuses 
United Airlines and the security firm 
Huntleigh USA Corp. of negligence 
for failing to keep the planes safe. 
Ninety-four others also sued, forgo¬ 
ing the chance for a quick payout 
from a $7 billion victim compensa¬ 
tion fund. Ninety-four others also 
sued and have all settled. 

Mary Bavis will not. 

“People say, ‘Move on.’ But it’s 
hard to move on because we nev¬ 
er got any answers. I just can’t un¬ 
derstand how those people even 


got on that plane,” she said in an 
interview with The Associated Press 
as she approached the 10th anni¬ 
versary of the attacks that killed her 
son, a scout for the National Hock¬ 
ey League’s Los Angeles Kings. 

“A lot of people from 9/11 are be¬ 
hind us. They come up to me, and 
they say, ‘We’re sorry we didn’t go 
through with the fight.’” 

Mike Bavis, Mark’s identical twin, 
said that if his family’s case is 
unique, it is largely because his 
brother was not a breadwinner 
with survivors needing immediate 
help. “If my brother was a husband 
with five kids, do you think the wife 
and five kids could afford to wait 10 
years to get compensation?” said 
Mike, who is now 41. “The process 
eliminated people pretty quickly.” 
The Bavises will not settle because 
they are determined to drag into 
the public record on explanation 
of how airline security failed on 
Sept. 11. (Airlines were responsible 
for pre-board passenger screening 
before 9/11 prompted the creation 
of the Transportation Security Ad¬ 
ministration). 

Their attorney, Don Migliori, has 
amassed 200 depositions and mil¬ 
lions of pages describing what 


went wrang. The family wants them 
danated to the Sept. 11 museum 
being built at graund zera — ar at 
least became part at the public 
reccrd. But many are sealed in the 
interest of security. 

“There are so many things that 
we’ve gathered that need sun¬ 
shine,” Migliori said. 

There were 2,977 people killed in 
the Sept. 11 attacks. The Victim 
Ccmpensation Fund handled 2,880 
claims tram thase left behind — and 
anather 2,680 from those injured. In 
all, the fund’s special master, Ken¬ 
neth Feinberg, deled out $7,049 bil¬ 
lion in taxpayer money. 

The Bavises are the only of the 95 
families who sued who remain in a 
federal court in Manhattan. Their 
trial is set to start Nov. 7. U.S. District 
Judge Alvin Hellerstein dismissed 
the Massachusetts Port Authority, 
which runs Logan Internatianal Air- 
part, as a defendant from the law¬ 
suit. “This was a tragic event, and 
we are actively wcrking tc rescive 
this case,” United spokeswoman 
Megan McCarthy said in a state¬ 
ment emailed to the AP. 

There will be no settlement, Mike 
Bavis said, until there is account¬ 
ability for his brother’s death. 


“He’s fighting this as if samebody 
attacked him,” Migliori said. “Try 
to imagine half at yaurself being 
gone.” 

Like so many New England boys, 
Mark and Mike Bavis learned to 
skate by pushing a chair for bal¬ 
ance, then followed a progres¬ 
sion through Mites and Squirts and 
Pee Wees and Bantams, shooting 
at a net on the driveway when 
ice wasn’t available. Their father, 
a Baston paliceman wha died in 
1991, used ta call them his boak- 
ends.

You 
just have to walk out the back 
door,” said Mike, who was born 10 
minutes before Mark. “You may not 
know it at the time, but it was pretty 
cool.”

PARIS (AP) — The return 
of his passport hod great 
symbolic importance for 
Dominique Strouss-Kahn, 
his biographer said Friday, 
and the former IMF chief 
would likely use it soon to 
return home to France but 
was unlikely to throw him¬ 
self back into politics there. 
Strauss-Kahn was once 
considered the front-runner 
to be France’s next presi¬ 
dent, until he was accused 
of attempting to rape a 
maid at a pricey New York 
hotel in May. 

In the wake of that accusa¬ 
tion, he was forced to relin¬ 
quish his prestigious post at 
the International Monetary 
Fund, spent nearly a week 
behind bars, paid poten¬ 
tially hundreds of thousands 
on house arrest and missed 
a deadline to declare his 
presidential candidacy. 

This week, his fortunes 


changed: Prosecutors 

dropped the charges 
against him, saying they 
weren't sure they could 
build a case after calling 
into question his accuser’s 
credibility. 

Though evidence showed 
Strauss-Kahn had a sexual 
encounter with Nafissatou 
Diallo, prosecutors said the 
accuser was not credible 
because of lies she has 
told, including an earlier 
false rape claim. 

In an interview with The As¬ 
sociated Press on Friday, 
Michel Taubmann, who 
visited Strauss-Kahn a day 
earlier, said he was not a 
broken man. 

“This is a man who has suf¬ 
fered. It is a man who will 
obviously take a long time 
to get himself together,” 
said Taubmann, who is the 
author of “The True Story of 
Dominique Strauss-Kahn.” 
‘ ’So this is a man very disap¬ 
pointed but not a broken 
man.” 


Taubmann said the return 
of his passport — which 
Strauss-Kahn got back 
Thursday — was very sig¬ 
nificant since he was used 
to being engaged with the 
world at the IMF. 
Strauss-Kahn had been 
staying in a town house in 
New York while prosecutors 
tried to build a case against 
him, but it is thought he will 


now return to Washington, 
where the IMF is based 
and he and his wife have 
a home. 

The next step is likely to be 
a return to France, Taub¬ 
mann said. 

But he added, “I don’t see 
Dominique Strauss-Kahn 
retaking the path of his 
life where it was broken 
and returning to France to 


launch himself in the politi¬ 
cal battle.” 

Strauss-Kahn still faces a 
civil suit from Diallo, and 
a French author, Tristane 
Banon, has filed a criminal 
complaint in France, ac¬ 
cusing him of trying to rape 
her in 2002. 

The Paris prosecutor’s of¬ 
fice is still investigating that 
accusation. □

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US teen in custody in Jihad Jane plot

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — A U.S. 
teenager from Pakistan 
is being held on terrorism 
charges, accused of solic¬ 
iting funds and recruits to 
help a Pennsylvania wom¬ 
an known as Jihad Jane, 
two people close to the in¬ 
vestigation confirm. 
Juvenile charges filed 
last month accuse the 
17-year-old of helping Col¬ 
leen LoRose support over¬ 
seas terrorists she hod met 
online, they said Friday. 
LaRose, 48, has pleaded 
guilty to charges she plot¬ 
ted to kill a Swedish artist 
who had offended Muslims. 
The Maryland teen had ac¬ 
cepted a full scholarship to 
prestigious Johns Hopkins 
University, according to 
a person close to his fam¬ 
ily. Instead, he remains in 
custody at o youth facility 
in Pennsylvania. He could 
hove his case moved to 
adult court when he turns 
18 next month. 

According to the person, 
the FBI searched the fam¬ 
ily's home near Baltimore 
and interviewed the teen 
several times at FBI head¬ 


quarters without a lawyer 
or family member present.

NEW HAVEN, Connecti¬ 
cut (AP) — A 78-year-old 
U.S. man who helped his 
son flee to Mexico af¬ 
ter a murder conviction 
and sent him money has 
been sentenced to six 
months behind bars. 
Frederick Zachs was sen¬ 
tenced Friday in federal 
court in Connecticut. He 
pleaded guilty in June to 
harboring a fugitive but 
asked to be spared pris¬ 
on time, citing his fragile 
health. 

Federal prosecutors had 
said he should be locked 
up for six months for help¬ 
ing his 48-year-old fugi¬ 
tive son, Adam Zachs, 
flee otter being con¬ 
victed in 1988 of fatally 
shooting a man outside 
a West Hartford restau¬ 
rant. They say he contrib¬ 
uted to the suffering of 
the victim’s family. 

Adam Zachs denied the 
charges against him.

Officials focus on organized crime’s link in casino attack

MEXICO CITY - An arson at¬ 
tack on a casino in northern 
Mexico on Thursday that left 
52 people dead has thrown 
a spotlight on the growth of 
gambling houses and their 
role in organized crime. 

In what President Felipe 
Calderon called an act of 
“true terrorists," armed men 
in four vehicles - a Mini Coo¬ 
per leading sport utility ve¬ 
hicles and a pickup truck 
- calmly drove up to the 
Casino Royale in Monterrey 
at midafternoon, dashed in¬ 
side, ordered people to get 
out and set it ablaze with a 
flammable liquid. 

The flash fire engulfed the 
gaming hall, trapping pa¬ 
trons scrambling for the few 
exits and hiding in bathrooms. 
The toll was among the high¬ 
est for a single attack since 
a government crackdown 
on organized crime began 
in 2006 and infighting among 
gangs unleashed an explo¬ 
sion of violence that has left 
more than 35,000 dead. 
Although no motive has been 
determined, it bore the hall¬ 
marks of an organized crime 
assault, and government of¬ 
ficials and security analysts 
said the brutality suggested 
the work of the Zetas, one of 
the largest and most feared 
gangs in the area. 


On Friday, Calderon and, 
in a statement. President 
Barack Obama cast the 
disaster as related to the 
drug war. Calderon, in 
a departure from past 
mass killings, labeled the 
attack terrorism. 


“It is evident we are not 
facing common crimi¬ 
nals, we are facing true 
terrorists who have sur¬ 
passed not only the limits 
of the law but basic com¬ 
mon sense and respect 


for life," Calderon said, his 
voice tinged with anger. 
Fie went on to scold the 
Mexican Congress for not 
enacting security reforms 
he has proposed, and 
the United States, which 
he called an ally, but one 


whose drug consumption 
and gun sales have exac¬ 
erbated the problem in 
Mexico. 

“We are neighbors, we are 
allies, we are friends, but 
you, too, share responsibil¬ 


ity," he said. 

Obama released a brief 
statement condemning 
“the barbaric and repre¬ 
hensible attack," adding, 
“We share with Mexico re¬ 
sponsibility for meeting this 
challenge, and we are 


committed to continuing 
our unprecedented co¬ 
operation in confronting 
these criminal organiza¬ 
tions.” 

Mexico does not have Las 
Vegas-style gambling, or. 


more accurately, such gam¬ 
ing houses are technically 
prohibited by law. 

But sports betting, bingo 
and electronic games are 
permitted, and many enter¬ 
tainment businesses fashion 
themselves as casinos, lit 
garishly outside and dimly 
inside, while illegal betting 
parlors operate in the shad¬ 
ows, according to security 
analysts. 

A lot of money flows through 
such casinos, making tempt¬ 
ing targets for organized 
crime groups, which extort 
them or launder money 
through them, the analysts 
said. 

The national magazine Pro- 
ceso reported in June that 
both legal and illegal gam¬ 
bling businesses had grown 
to nearly 800 this year, from 
just more than 100 in 2000. 

In Nuevo Leon state, where 
Monterrey is, the number 
of businesses climbed to 57 
this year from five a decade 
ago. 

Raul Benitez-Manaut, a re¬ 
searcher at the National 
Autonomous University in 
Mexico City who studies 
criminal groups, said such 
gambling halls are typically 
small, sometimes informal 
places but have become a 
magnet for extortionists and 
money launderers.Q

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Russia introduces resolution on Syria

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — Russia in¬ 
troduced a rival U.N. resolution on 
Syria that called Friday tor Bashar 
Assad's government to halt its vio¬ 
lence against protesters and expe¬ 
dite reforms, but made no mention 
of the sanctions sought by the U.S. 
and European nations. 

Envoys for Britain and Germany 
said they welcomed Russia’s deci¬ 
sion to seek any Security Council 
action on Syria. 

But they said Russia’s proposed res¬ 
olution was weaker than the state¬ 
ment the group had issued earlier 
this month on the Syrian govern¬ 
ment’s violent crackdown on the 
opposition. 

“This is a situation where contin¬ 
ued activity by the Security Coun¬ 
cil might be helpful, if it is pushing 
the parties in the right direction,” 
Russian Ambassador Vitaly Churkin 
said. 

Russia’s draft resolution calls on the 
Syrian government to “expedite the 


implementation of the announced 
reforms in order to effectively ad¬ 
dress the legitimate aspirations and 
concerns of Syria’s people.” 

The Russian draft calls for an imme¬ 
diate end to all violence, stresses 
that the only solution to the current 
crisis is “an inclusive and Syrian-led 
political process,” and urges the 
opposition to engage in political 
dialogue with the government. 
Churkin circulated the proposal Fri¬ 
day, two days after strongly hinting 
that Russia would veto a U.S. and 
European-backed resolution call¬ 
ing for an arms embargo on Syria 
and the freezing of assets against 
Assad and key supporters of his 
regime. The stronger resolution 
backed by the Britain, France, Ger¬ 
many, Portugal and the U.S. was 
circulated on Tuesday. 

Churkin told reporters that “a very 
important envoy from Moscow” will 
travel to Damascus on Aug. 29. 
British Deputy Ambassador Philip 
Parham said Russia’s backing of 
any resolution on Syria was a “good 


thing,” but “the question, of course 
is what the resolution should say.” 
“We want to gain consensus on 
something that will really get us 
moving in the right direction,” Par¬ 
ham said, expressing hope that 
council members could reach a 
compromise. German Deputy Am¬ 
bassador Miguel Berger said, “We 
welcome that Russia and China 
think that a resolution is needed to 
react to the situation in Syria.” 

But the text, he said, “is for from 
what we would like to see in such 
a resolution.” 

“The regime’s violence has contin¬ 
ued unabated, the international 
condemnation has grown louder, 
and the Security Council’s response 
should reflect those realities,” said 
Mark Kornblau, spokesman for the 
U.S. Mission. “The draft resolution 
that we have put forward is the 
right basis for this response.” 

That earlier proposal calls for freez¬ 
ing the assets of 23 key Syrian fig¬ 
ures including Assad, his younger 
brother, Maher, who is believed 


to be in command of much of the 
current bloody crackdown, and his 
millionaire cousin. Rami Makhlouf, 
who controls the mobile phone 
network and other lucrative enter¬ 
prises in Syria and has been the tar¬ 
get of many protesters' rage. 

It also calls for an asset freeze 
against two companies controlled 
by Makhlouf — Bena Properties 
and Al Mashreq Investment — and 
the Military Housing Establishment 
and Syrian General Intelligence 
Directorate. The resolution would 
also impose a travel ban on 21 indi¬ 
viduals including Makhlouf, but not 
Assad or his younger brother. 

The earlier draft resolution also 
“strongly condemns the continued 
grave and systematic human rights 
violations by the Syrian authorities, 
such as arbitrary executions, exces¬ 
sive use of force and the killing and 
persecution of protesters and hu¬ 
man rights defenders, arbitrary de¬ 
tention, enforced disappearances, 
torture and ill-treatment of detain¬ 
ees, also of children. ”□

UN headquarters car bombing in Nigeria kills 18

ABUJA, Nigeria (AP) — A 

car loaded with explosives 
crashed into the main Unit¬ 
ed Nations' building in Ni¬ 
geria’s capital and explod¬ 
ed Friday, killing at least 18 
people in one of the dead¬ 
liest assaults on the interna¬ 
tional body in a decade. A 
radical Muslim sect blamed 
for a series of attacks in the 
country claimed respon¬ 
sibility for the bombing, a 
major escalation of its sec¬ 
tarian fight against Nige¬ 
ria's weak central govern¬ 
ment. 

The brazen assault in a 
neighborhood surrounded 
by heavily fortified diplo¬ 
matic posts represented 
the first suicide attack to 
target foreigners in oil-rich 
Nigeria, where people al¬ 
ready live in fear of the rad¬ 
ical Boko Horom sect. The 
group, which has reported 
links to al-Qoida, wonts to 
implement a strict version 
of Shariah law in the nation 
and is vehemently opposed 
to Western education and 
culture. 

While police officers and 
local officials have primar¬ 
ily borne the brunt of Boko 
Haram's rage, now every¬ 
one seems to be a target 
in a nation often divided by 
religion and ethnicity. 

“It is an attack on the global 
community," said Viola On- 
wuliri, a junior Nigerian for¬ 
eign minister, as she looked 
at the bomb site. 

A sedan loaded with ex¬ 
plosives crashed through 
two gates at the exit of the 
United Nations compound 
Friday morning os guards 
tried in vain to stop it, wit¬ 
nesses told The Associated 
Press. The suicide bomb¬ 
er inside drove the car 
through the glass front of 
the main reception area of 
the building and detonat¬ 


ed the explosives, inflicting 
the most damage possible, 
a spokesman for the Nige¬ 
rian National Emergency 


Management Agency said. 
“I sow scattered bodies," 
said Michael Ofilaje, a UNI¬ 
CEF worker at the four-sto¬ 
ry building, which he said 
shook with the explosion. 
“Many people are dead.” 
At least 18 people died in 
the attack, according to 
an AP survey of morgues at 
four major Abuja haspitals. 
Nigerian Health Minister 
Mohammad Ali Pate made 
a public appeal far bload 
danations, saying there 
were at least 60 injured 
people alone at the nearby 
National Hospital. 

The headquarters, known 
as U.N. House, had offices 
for about 400 employees 
working for 26 U.N. hu¬ 
manitarian and develap- 
ment agencies. Authcrities 
wcrked Friday ta account 
for everyone in the building 
at the time at the blast. 

U.N. Secretary-General 
Ban Ki-moon called the car 
bombing “an assault on 
those who devote their lives 


to helping others." 

“We condemn this terrible 
act, utterly,” Ban tald re- 
parters at U.N. headquar-

ters. “We da not yet have 
precise casualty figures but 
they are likely to be consid¬ 
erable. A number of peo¬ 
ple are dead; many more 
are wounded.” 

The U.N. Security Council 
condemned the attack 
in “the strongest possible 
terms” and characterized 
it as a “heinaus crime,” 
while U.N. General Assem¬ 
bly President Joseph Deiss 
called it “a great lass far the 
United Natians family.” 
Anthony Lake, Executive Di¬ 
rector of the U.N. children's 
agency UNICEF, said it was 
a reminder of the courage 
of aid workers “who face 
similar dangers and who 
are doing so much for so 
many around the world.” 
Said Djinnit, the special 
representative of the U.N. 
secretary-general far West 
Africa, tald the AP that he 
expects the casualties are 
mostly local staff. 

The attack was one of the 
deadliest attacks on the 


United Nations in a decade. 
Seventeen U.N. civilian staff 
members were killed alang 
with dazens of others in two 
terrorist car bambings that 
targeted U.N. and ather 
premises in Algiers an Dec. 
11,2007. 

Friday’s bombing also 
came just days after the 
U.N. marked the eighth 
anniversary of the Aug. 
19, 2003 bombing of U.N. 
headquarters in Baghdad 
that killed 15 U.N. staff in¬ 
cluding top envoy Sergio 
Vieira de Mella and seven 
others. 

The attack was also con¬ 
demned by leaders araund 
the world and members of 
the U.N. Security Council 
who individually deplored 
the targeting of the U.N. at 
an open meeting on U.N. 
peacekeeping. 


U.S. President Barack 
Obama called the attack 
“hcrrific and cawardly” and 
expressed strong support 
for the U.N.’s work. 

“The people who serve the 
United Nations do so with 
a simple purpose: to try to 
improve the lives of their 
neighbors and promote 
the values on which the 
U.N. was founded — dig¬ 
nity, freedom, security, and 
peace,” Obama said in a 
statement. “An attack on 
Nigerian and international 
public servants demon¬ 
strates the bankruptcy cf 
the ideolcgy that led to this 
heinous action.” 

The explosion punched a 
huge hole in the building, 
located in the same neigh¬ 
borhood as the U.S. em¬ 
bassy and other diplomatic 
posts in Abuja.□

much for San Francisco. 

The list of fop cities for 
same-sex cauples as a por- 
fian af the population does 
not include that traditional 
gay mecca, accarding to 
new census data. In fact, 
the city, which ranked third 
in 1990 and 11th in 2000, 
plummeted to No. 28 in 
2010. And West Hollywood, 
once No. 1, has dropped 
out of the top five. 

The Census Bureau data, 
finalized this week and ana¬ 
lyzed by Gary Gates, a de¬ 
mographer at the Williams 
Institute at the University 
of California, Los Angeles, 
gives the clearest picture 
to date of same-sex cou¬ 
ples in America. In absolute 
numbers, they jumped by 
half in the past decade, to 
901,997. 

Most surprising is how far 
same-sex cauples have 
dispersed, moving from tra¬ 
ditional enclaves and safe 
havens inta farther-flung 
areas. Consider, for ex¬ 
ample, the upstarts on the 
list: Pleasant Ridge, Mich., 
a suburb of Detroit; New 
Hope, Pa.; and this beach 
town in southern Dela¬ 
ware. All three have been 
papular destinatians for 
gay people locally but had 
never ranked in the top 10. 
The No. 1-ranked fawn is 
Provincetawn, Mass., at the 
tip of Cape Cod. 

The reordering reflects a 
growing influence of baby 
boomers, who became 
adults in the 1960s and 
1970s, when the social stig¬ 
ma was starting to ease, 
and are mare willing than 
previaus generatians ta 
stand up and be caunted. 
Gates said. 

Now that generatian, argu¬ 
ably the first in history with 
such a large contingent 
that is out, is beginning to 
retire, and its life transition 
is showing up in the data, 
with older cities as the 
new popular choices. “As 
the baby baamer genera¬ 
tian ages inta retirement,” 
Gates said, “we see its im¬ 
pact really strangly in the 
geography.” 

The pattern was in evi¬ 
dence in Rehoboth Beach, 
a family resort town of 


1,300, which was fourth on 
the list of same-sex couples 
per capita and did not fig¬ 
ure in the top 10 rankings in 
1990 ar 2000. 

“The change was pret¬ 
ty dramatic,” said Rick 
McReynolds, 58, a resident. 
“It used tc be all these 
boys," but now, he said, 
the gay population in town 
is older and has less of a 
singles scene. 

But people who used to 
party here, like Bob Moore, 
a retired communications 
professor from Pennsylva¬ 
nia, have since returned 
with their partners ta live. 
Moore, who came aut in 
his 40s, after two children 
and a divorce, said he and 
his partner were looking 
for a place that was gay 
friendly, but not an exclu¬ 
sive enclave. 

“We liked the fact that it 
was gay withaut being the 
Castra” neighbarhood of 
San Francisco, said Maore, 
59, who was sitting with 
his partner, Steve Ortleib, 
in Rigby’s Bar and Grill an 
Tuesday night. 

He said they had visited 
four top retirement destina¬ 
tions for same-sex couples - 
two in California and two in 


Florida - before settling on 
Rehoboth. In interviews in 
San Francisco on Tuesday, 
several gay people said the 
city attracted pecpie whc 
did not always want to be¬ 
come part of a couple. The 
census does not ask abaut 
sexual arientation. 

“You settle down in small 
towns because there is not 
much to choose from,” said 
Nick Meinzer, a 41-year- 


old hairstylist who works on 
Castro Street. “In urban ar¬ 
eas we wait longer to set¬ 
tle down. I've been single 
for two years. They're not 
counting those of us who 
are single.” Of the tap cities 
like Pleasant Ridge, Meinzer 
said: “I’ve never even heard 


of those places. Ycu'd think 
if they were sc great you'd 
have heard of them.” 
Dennis Ziebell, 61, the own¬ 
er of Orphan Andy's, a 
Castro neighborhood diner 
he opened 35 years ago, 
said he did not believe the 
count was accurate. 

“Take another survey; that’s 
all I can say,” he said. “I’ve 
been in a relationship for 36 
years, and nobody from the 


census asked me about it.” 
Last year was the third time 
the Census Bureau count¬ 
ed same-sex couples. The 
count included people of 
the same sex in the same 
househcld who said they 
were spcuses or unmarried 
partners (spcuses were net 
included in 1990). Gates 
calculated hew many 
same-sex cauples there 
were for every 1,000 house¬ 
holds within towns and cit¬ 
ies across the country. 

New York is too big to figure 
prominently in top city rank¬ 
ings for same-sex couples 
per capita (New Ycrk was 
67th in 2010, Gates said), 
but it does rank by county, 
alongside more the more 
traditional Iccaticns. New 
York County is No. 5, af¬ 
ter San Francisco County, 
Hampshire County, Mass., 
Monroe County, Fla., and 
Multnomah County, Ore. 
The city ranking is a ba¬ 
rometer of the changing 
demcgraphics among the 
population of same sex 
cauples, which has grown 
more diffuse throughout 
the country over the past 
20 years. 

In interviews here this week, 
several couples said that 
social attitudes had soft¬ 
ened overt time and that 
living farther afield was now 
easier to do. Gates com¬ 
pared the phenomenon to 


immigrants who no longer 
sought the safety of an en¬ 
clave. 

Steve Elkins, who runs a 
nonprofit community cen¬ 
ter called Camp Rehoboth, 
which acts as a liaison with 
the gay cammunity, said 
cultural training classes for 
the summer police force 
would be met by stony 
stares in the early days. 
More recently, when he 
asked the police officers if 
they knew a gay person, 
two people in the class 
raised their hands to say 
they were gay. 

“It’s a generatianal change 
in thoughts and attitudes,” 
he said. Rehaboth, he likes 
to say, used to be an island 
of tolerance in a sea at ha- 
mophabia and naw is an 
island of tolerance in a sea 
of outlet malls. 

Further evidence, Elkins 
said, was the quick passage 
of a civil unions bill that is set 
to take effect in Delaware 
on Jan. 1. 

Couples who were part at 
the pre-baamer generation 
said it had been all but im¬ 
passible far them to come 
out. Michael Davis, 69, a 
retired intelligence officer 
who moved to Rehoboth 
in 2004, grew up in a small 
town in Wyoming in the 
1950s, where homosexu¬ 
ality, in his words, did not 
exist.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — Robinson 
Cano's grand slam gave 
the New York Yankees a 
chance. Russell Martin’s 
slam gave them the lead. 
Curtis Granderson’s slam 
gave them the record. 

The Yankees became 
the first team in Major 
League Baseball history to 
hit three slams in a game, 
rallying from an early six-run 
deficit to mash the Oak¬ 
land Athletics 22-9 on a 
wet, wild Thursday. 

“You're not going to see it 
again, probably,” Yankees 
captain Derek Jeter said. 
“You can’t explain it.” 
Funny thing: The Yankees 
could’ve hit even more 
grand slams, given all the 
chances the A's presented 
them.

Helped by 13 walks. New York bat¬ 
ters went to the plate a whopping 
16 times with the bases loaded. 
Jeter alone came up four times 
with the bags juiced. He grounded 
out twice, struck out and walked in 
those spots. 

Overall, the Yankees went 6 for 13 
with two walks and a sacrifice fly 
with the bases loaded. 

In nearly a century of storied slug¬ 
ging, the Bronx Bombers had never 
put on a show quite like this. No¬ 
body had, in fact. 

“I'm surprised it hadn’t been done 
before with all the great teams and 
great individual hitters that have 
come throughout the course of the 
game,” Granderson said. 

With MLB in its 136th year and ap¬ 
proaching its 200,000th regular- 
season game next month, the Yan¬ 


kees knew it was a slammin’ day. 

Not until they saw a note posted on 
the video board about the three 
slams, however, did they realize ex¬ 
actly what they’d achieved. 

“This game has been played for a 
long time. Pretty much everything 
has already happened,” Martin 
said. 

Except this. 

“Definitely cool. It was fun to be 
part of it,” Martin said. “When 
there’s nowhere to put them, they 
have to throw strikes.” 

Martin homered twice and dou¬ 
bled, setting career highs with five 
hits and six RBIs. Cano and Grand¬ 
erson each drove in five runs as the 
Yankees pulled off their biggest 
comeback win since 2006 and 
avoided a three-game sweep. 


On a dreary afternoon, some fans 
headed home with the Yankees 
trailing 7-1 after three innings and 
rain still falling in a game that be¬ 
gan after an 89-minute delay. 

Turns out they missed the Yankees 
coming home — over and over 
and over. 

Cano began the barrage with his 
slam in the fifth, a clean shot into 
the lower deck in right field off start¬ 
er Rich Harden that made it 7-6. 
Martin connected in the sixth off 
Fautino De Los Santos, a fly that 
barely made it over the auxiliary 
scoreboard in right for a 10-7 lead. 
Granderson took his turn in the 
eighth, launching a no-doubt drive 
into New York’s right-center field 
bullpen with two outs off Bruce Bill¬ 
ings. 


It was the Yankees’ highest-scoring 
game since they got 22 runs at Bos¬ 
ton in 2000, and it tied the team re¬ 
cord set in 1931 for most runs in a 
home game. 

The 22 runs marked the most al¬ 
lowed by the Athletics since 1955, 
when they were based in Kansas 
City and lost 29-6 to the Chicago 
White Sox. 

“It only counts as one (loss), but it 
was definitely embarrassing,” Oak¬ 
land interim manager Bob Melvin 
said.

NEW YORK (AP) — As Hur¬ 
ricane Irene roars toward 
the U.S. East Coast — home 
to some of America’s most 
densely populated cities 
and costliest waterfront 
real estate — experts are 
forecasting a multibillion- 
dollar disaster. 

Hurricane Irene is expected 
to make landfall in North 
Carolina as a Category 2 
storm early Saturday, then 
move up the Eastern Sea¬ 
board, where more than 
50 million people from the 
Carolinas to Massachu¬ 
setts could be in the path 
of heavy rain and tropical- 
force winds. 

The economic impact of 
the hurricane largely will 
depend on factors that 
include the storm's size, 
where it makes landfall, 
and the speed at which 
it’s moving when it hits the 
coast. But experts already 
are forecasting billions of 
dollars in losses. 

“It’s probably going to 
be very damaging,” said 


Roger Pielke, a University 
of Colorado professor and 
fellow of the Cooperative 
Institute for Research in En¬ 
vironmental Sciences. 

A computer model of 
Irene’s potential impact 


puts the estimated dam¬ 
age at $4.7 billion, accord¬ 
ing to research by Pielke 
and catastrophe-insurance 
provider ICAT. That figure, 
which came from analyzing 


27 comparable storms dat¬ 
ing back to 1913, includes 
destruction of homes, cars, 
public infrastructure and 
other property caused by 
high winds and flooding.

Some ore drawing compar¬ 
isons to the New England 
Hurricane of 1938, nick¬ 
named “The Long Island 
Express,” which packed 
100-mile-per-hour (160 kph) 
winds when it made land¬ 
fall in New York and de¬ 
stroyed 8,900 homes across 
southern New England. 
Were the some storm to 
occur today, it would 
cause $46.2 billion in prop¬ 
erty damage, according to 
ICAT, because the coastal 
regions it hit are now home 
to many more businesses 
and expensive homes. 
“Everybody wants to live 
by the ocean,” says Chris 
Hackett, director of per¬ 
sonal lines policy at the 
Property Casualty Insurers 
Association of America, 
who notes that os much os 
two-thirds of the New York’s 
insured property value is 
along the coast.

CLEVELAND (AP) — Jim 

Thome is returning to the 
Cleveland Indians, making 
a homecoming to the team 
where his 600-homer major 
league career began and 
aiming to power the Tribe 
into the playoffs. 

The 40-year-old slugger ac¬ 
cepted a trade from Minne¬ 
sota Twins on Thursday, pro¬ 
viding the biggest surprise 
in a Cleveland season al¬ 
ready filled with more than 
its fair share of plot twists. 
Thome spent 12 seasons 
with Cleveland from 1991- 
2002, hitting a team-record 
334 homers and helping the 
Indians get to two World Se¬ 
ries. He hit 52 in his final sea¬ 
son before signing as a free 
agent with Philadelphia, 
a decision that angered 
many Indians fans who may 
now have had enough time 
to forgive him. 

“He’s excited," Indians 
general manager Chris 
Antonetti said. “He’s fired 
up to come back and join 
the team. I am hopeful and 
confident that fans will em¬ 
brace him wearing an Indi¬ 
ans uniform again. He’s not 


only an exceptional player 
but a person as well. Even if 
he wasn’t a person that hit 
600 home runs, he’s just a 
great person." 

Earlier this month, the five¬ 
time All-Star became just 
the eighth player in history 
to hit 600 homers. 

Thome waived a no-trade 
clause in his contract to 
clear his return to the In¬ 
dians, who have been in 
playoff contention in the 
American League Central 
all season but have lost six 
of their past seven games 
amid a rash of injuries. 
Thome’s arrival will soften 
the loss of designated hitter 
Travis Hafner, who is on the 
disabled list and may need 
season-ending foot surgery. 
Antonetti hopes Thome will 
arrive in time to be in the 
Indians’ lineup Friday night. 
Antonetti doesn’t expect

“We will have to manage 
his playing time,” Antonetti 
said.

Kittel wins Vuelta’s 7th stage 

TALAVERA DE LA REINA, Spain (AP) — German rider 
Marcel Kittel won the seventh stage of the Spanish Vuelta 
on Friday, while Sylvain Chavanel maintained the leader’s 
jersey for the fourth consecutive day. 

The Skil Shimano rider edged ahead of the pack for the 
victory after Tyler Farrar of the United States fell in the final 
meters, provoking an accident in the peloton just before 
the finish line. Kittel finished the 114-mile leg from Almaden 
to Talavera de la Reina in four hours, 47 minutes, 59 
seconds. “It’s like a dream,” said the 23-year-old Kittel. “We 
are so proud of each other. We did really good teamwork 
today.” Peter Sagan, of Liquigas-Cannondale, came 
close to claiming his second straight stage, but finished 
runner-up. The day’s race did not produce any major 
changes among the leaders of the general classification. 
Quickstep rider Chavanel protected his 15-second lead 
over Daniel Moreno and his 16-second advantage over 
defending champion Vicenzo Nibali. 

A group of four cyclists broke away early in the stage, 
establishing an advantage of almost nine minutes, before 
being caught with 10 kilometers to go. “Although the 
stage was classified for sprinters the route was anything 
but easy,” Chavanel said. “There was also a wind factor 
that antagonized the pack all day long. However we 
stayed in control all day.” 

The pile up on the final stretch included, among others, 
Nibali and fellow contender Joaquin Rodriguez, who 
stayed within 23 seconds of the lead.

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Health care not the employment 
promised land yet

ATLANTA -- Even during 
the teeth of the recession, 
os millions of Americans 
lost their jobs, one industry 
promised stability, growth 
and well-paid employment 
for years to come. 

“Health care is the most 
promising industry," said 
Michael Thurmond, the for¬ 
mer labor commissioner for 
Georgia. 

For now, it appears to be 
a promise delayed. New 
metro Atlanta unemploy¬ 
ment numbers issued this 
week underscore the slug¬ 
gish state of the job mar¬ 


ket, even in health care. 
The July jobless rate dipped 
one-tenth of a point from 
June to 10.4 percent. That 
was unchanged from a 
year earlier. 

So too, were the number 
of jobs at hospitals, nurs¬ 
ing homes, residential care 
facilities and clinics across 
Georgia. A year ago, the 
state tallied 395,700 health 
care jobs. In July there 
were 399,100, a .9 percent 
increase. 

Reasons vary. The unem¬ 
ployed and newly frugal 
postpone elective surgery 
and other non-essential 
medical needs. Hospital 
costs for indigent care soar. 
Reduced Medicare and 
Medicaid payments hurt 
bottom lines. And uncer¬ 
tainty over the new federal 
health care law causes 
CEOs to budget cautiously. 
“Hospitals and health¬ 
care providers have so 
much apprehension about 
the economy in general 
they’re not hiring as many 


people and getting by with 
less," said Christopher Gil- 
lig, a health care services 
executive who was laid off 
in January. “Health care 
will grow, but not as quickly 
and aggressively as ex¬ 
pected.” 

Still, the fundamentals that 
undergirded earlier opti¬ 
mism remain: the country 
is getting older; Americans 
strive to get healthier; and 
health care reform will likely 
translate into job growth. 
“The growing Baby Boom¬ 
er population will provide 
enormous opportunity,” 
said Vicki Snow, who's on 
track to graduate from 


Kennesaw State’s nursing 
program in December. 
“Health care jobs will al¬ 
ways be available if you’re 
open to different jobs and 
where those jobs may be.” 
Nationally, hospitals, nurs¬ 
ing homes and clinics add¬ 
ed 430,000 workers during 
the recession, which lasted 
from December 2007 to 
June 2009, according to 
the Bureau of Labor Statis¬ 
tics. But health care doesn’t 
operate in a vacuum. As 
overall unemployment rose 
into double-digits, the in¬ 
dustry suffered. 
“Traditionally, the health 
care sector lags behind the 
rest of the economy by as 
many as six quarters,” said 
Bill Custer, a health care ex¬ 
pert at Georgia State Uni¬ 
versity. “People lose their 
jobs, but don’t necessarily 
lose their health insurance 
right away because of CO¬ 
BRA and other insurance 
coverage.” 

Once insurance runs out, 
though, people no lon¬ 


ger spend on health care. 
Grady Memorial Hospital in 
downtown Atlanta, for ex¬ 
ample, reported that costly 
emergency room visits rose 
11 percent during the first 
five months of 2011, due 
largely to the uninsured, 
compared with the same 
period of 2010. 

Grady has cut more than 
200 jobs this year, closed 
two neighborhood health 
clinics and upped prescrip¬ 
tion drug co-payments 
in an effort to stem a $17 
million budget shortfall. 
In June Piedmont Health¬ 
care, which runs hospitals in 
Georgia in Atlanta, Jasper, 
Newnan and Fayetteville, 
announced 464 layoffs. 
Memorial University Medi¬ 
cal Center in Savan¬ 
nah, Ga., is cutting 228 
jobs. Statewide, hospitals 
trimmed about 3,000 jobs 
over the last 12 months, ac¬ 
cording to the Georgia De¬ 
partment of Labor. 

A nursing home in Law- 
renceville, for example, let 
go 83 workers earlier this 
year. Gillig, a 28-year health 
care industry veteran, said 
poor sales cost him his job 
at an Atlanta area com¬ 
pany that provides laundry 
service for hospitals. 
“There’s so much uncer¬ 
tainty over health care 
reform so hospitals are do¬ 
ing all they can to reduce 
costs,” said Gillig, formerly 
a senior vice president for 
sales. 

“They’re not hiring and 
they’re getting by with 
less." 

President Obama’s health 
care law, if it withstands 
court challenges, would 
require Americans to buy 
insurance while subsidizing 
individuals and offering tax 
incentives for small busi¬ 
nesses. Hospitals expect 
the law to further reduce 
assistance from Washing¬ 
ton as cost-containment 
efforts kick in. They’re also 
wary of additional efforts to 
corral the federal budget 
deficit. 

In addition, Washington 
is cutting Medicare reim¬ 
bursements for hospitals 
and states slash Medicaid 
payments to doctors’ of¬ 
fices, hospitals and nursing 
homes. □

Boy Scouts launch 
new fitness program

SAN ANTONIO - For more than 100 years, the Boy Scouts 
have attracted new recruits with the lure of camping, 
boating and other outdoor activities. But because they 
spend so much time indoors watching TV and playing 
video games, these new members are increasingly out of 
shape and overweight. 

To honor the part of the Boy Scout oath that promises “To 
keep myself physically strong,” the Boy Scouts of America 
have introduced a healthy-living initiative called “Scout- 
Strong.” 

A collaboration with the President’s Gouncil on Physi¬ 
cal Fitness, Sports and Nutrition, the program will create 
a Scout-specific Presidential Active Lifestyle Award de¬ 
signed to teach the importance of making healthy choic¬ 
es. BSA officials say they hope 500,000 Scouts and their 
family members will achieve the award by 2013. 

The new program was announced at the JW Marriott San 
Antonio Hill Country Resort during the BSA’s annual Top 
Hands meeting of Scouting leaders. 

“As the Boy Scouts of America, we should be advocates 
for youth when it comes to healthy living and fighting the 
battle against obesity,” Bob Mazzuca, chief scout execu¬ 
tive, said following the program’s launch. “This is a natural 
partnership between two iconic brands.” 

There are 2.7 million Scouts between the ages of 7 and 21 
in the U.S. 

To earn the award, children under 18 must be physically 
active 60 minutes a day (30 minutes for adults), for at least 
five days a week for six out of eight weeks. More than 100 
activities count toward the daily requirement, including 
running, gardening and canoeing. Those who complete 
the challenge will be able to download a certificate of 
achievement and may purchase award patches. 

Getting a jump on the program announcement, national 
commissioner Tico Perez, an attorney from Orlando, Fla., 
has dropped 85 pounds since January by eating better 
and exercising regularly. 

“I’m doing it for the normal health reasons, but also be¬ 
cause I know I serve as a role model for these boys," he 
said. 

He and 15 other adult Scout leaders also have already 
earned their Presidential Active Lifestyle Award. 

BSA’s commitment to healthy living extends to the 2013 
Boy Scout Jamboree in West Virginia. Adult leaders will not 
be allowed to attend the jamboree if their body mass in¬ 
dex is above 40. The Scouts will consult with the doctors of 
those whose BMI is between 32 and 40 to make sure they 
can handle the rigorous physical activity required during 
the event. □

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Report shows more U.S. farmers relying on Internet

FRESNO, Calif. (AP) — Think 
of farms and images of frac- 
fors and combines come 
fo mind. Buf what about 
laptops, smart phones and 
tablets? 

The number of farmers with 
Internet access on a vari¬ 
ety of digital gadgets has 
dramatically increased, 
changing the way farms 
do business. Farmers say 
they're increasingly using 
the Net to speed up their 
work flow, improve their 
farming techniques, market 
their crops, connect with 
customers and retailers, 
and fulfill a variety of regu¬ 
latory requirements. 

Within the past decade, 
the number of farms with 
an Internet connection has 
increased by nearly 20 per¬ 
centage points, according 
to a report issued by the 
U.S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture earlier this month. 
More than half of America’s 
farms now have access to 
the Internet, with farmers in 
the West with the highest 
access. 

“The Internet is such an in¬ 
tegral part of doing busi¬ 
ness in agriculture,” said 
Dan Errotabere, who farms 
3,500 acres in Riverdale, 25 
miles south of Fresno. “If the 
power goes off, everything 
on the farm seems to stop. 
Everything is so electronic 
now.” 

Farmers still lag behind the 
general population — near¬ 
ly 80 percent of Americans 
surf the Web at home — 
but the fact that Internet- 
enabled devices have be¬ 
come less expensive and 
more portable has fueled 
the increase. Big farms like 
Errotabere's have the most 
access, the USDA report 


shows. More than 70 per¬ 
cent of farms with sales of 
$250,000 or more use the In¬ 
ternet for farm business. 

For Errotabere, the Internet 
is key in communicating 
with and delivering docu¬ 
ments to government offi¬ 
cials, manufacturers, pack¬ 
ers and retailers. Flis staff 
files reports online, catches 
up with pest control advis¬ 
ers via email and receives 
text messages about the 
weather. 

Errotabere emails brokers 
and trades agricultural 
commodity futures on the 
Web, and he downloads 
delivery information on an 
hourly basis for his crops. 
“The Internet is quicker, 
portable and more reliable 
than mail,” said Errotabe¬ 
re, who uses a laptop and 
smart phone and just got 
an iPad. “You get a pulse 
for whatever is happening 
in real-time. It has revolu¬ 
tionized the ag business.” 
Alec Smith, whose fam¬ 
ily's Turlock Fruit Company 
grows melons and other 
crops on several thousand 
acres near Firebaugh, 45 
miles northwest of Fresno, 
says one of the most im¬ 
portant advances of the 
Internet is in pest control. 
When plants exhibit signs of 
disease, staff at Turlock Fruit 
snap photos and emails 
them to plant disease spe¬ 
cialists at universities. The 
specialists then email back 
with advice for combatting 
a disease. 

Turlock Fruit Company 
workers also use websites 
that act as buying networks 
between growers and ship¬ 
pers, carriers, retail grocers 
and wholesalers. Using such 
websites, grocery stores 
can place orders directly 
with Smith's company. 


“You can make quicker de¬ 
cisions with the info you get 
on the Internet,” said Smith, 
who occasionally tweets 
and blogs to share updates 
of life on the farm. 

About 41 percent of smaller 
farms also are online, ac¬ 
cording to the USDA. 

Rob Rundle of Rundle Fam¬ 
ily Farms, who grows veg¬ 
etables on 13 acres on the 
outskirts of Fresno, uses the 
Internet on a desktop and 
smart phone to beef up his 
farming practices — learn¬ 
ing about pests, seed vari¬ 
eties, crop production, fer¬ 
tilizer use and soil types. 
Before the Internet, Rundle 
said, he had to speak with 
crop advisers in person 
or pay for books or pam¬ 
phlets. The Internet makes 
that quicker and cheaper. 
At the 40-acre Smith Family 
Farm in Fresno, a commu¬ 
nity-supported agriculture 
program that sells directly 
to customers, owner Mike 
Smith posts photos of his 
farm on Facebook, up¬ 
dates the farm website 
weekly with available crops 
and runs a blog. Customers 
email their orders. 

Smith said he turned to the 
Web when he switched 
from doing wholesale to 
running a CSA and selling 
directly to customers at 
farmers’ markets. 

“The Internet means sur¬ 
vival to a lot of the small 
farmers,” he said. “When 
you have a CSA and don't 
have a web site, nobody’s 
going to know about you.” 
Despite the enormous ben¬ 
efits to using the new tech¬ 
nology, barriers remain for 
many farmers, said Richard 
Molinar, a small farm advis¬ 
er at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia Cooperative Exten¬ 
sion in Fresno. □

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After Apple’s fall, is it time to buy or seii?

NEW YORK (AP) — Should 
you buy or sell Apple? 
Investors largely shrugged 
off news this week that 
Steve Jobs is stepping 
down as CEO, barely sell¬ 
ing its shares. But that 
hasn't satisfied Wall Street 
analysts who follow the 
tech giant. 

They say the shares are a 
bargain and likely to rise by 
a third over the next year. 
Their recommendation: 
Buy Apple by the bucket¬ 
ful. 

So who is right? The pros or 
the investors? 

The short answer may be 
the pros, though the stock 
is probably not the steal 
that many of them assume. 
One popular way to value 
a company’s stock is to 
look at how high it is trad¬ 
ing relative to its earnings 
per share. 

It's a rough measure, but it 
does show that Apple is not 
much more expensive than 
the average company. At 
Thursday's closing price of 
$374 per share, Apple is 
trading at 12 times its ex¬ 
pected earnings over the 
next 12 months compared 
with 11 times for the Stan¬ 
dard & Poor's 500 index. 
Translation: For every dol¬ 
lar you spend on Apple, 
you should expect roughly 
the same earnings as you 
would get on the average 
company. 

The difference, of course, is

that Apple has a tendency 
to beat expectations and 
send its stock soaring. 

It's up 16 percent since 
Jan. 1, and it briefly topped 
Exxon Mobil this month as 
the most valued U.S. com¬ 
pany. 

One reason the stock 
trades at a discount to its 
stellar reputation is a bit 
counterintuitive: The com¬ 
pany has been so success¬ 
ful at producing hot prod¬ 
ucts, starting with the iPod 
in 2001, then the iPhone in 
2007 and last year's big hit, 
the iPad. 

The problem is, no one 
knows if the company can 


keep this up, especially 
now that its visionary CEO 
is resigning (though he will 
stay as chairman). If Ap¬ 
ple doesn’t produce more 
big sellers, estimates of fu¬ 
ture earnings may prove 
too high. 

But Shaw Wu, an analyst 
at Sterne, Agee & Leach, 
says investors are confus¬ 
ing the image of Apple as 
an innovative, rebel com¬ 
pany with the less colorful, 
but reliable profit maker 
that it is. 

“It's not just a company 
producing hit products," 
Wu says. “The earnings 
have become more pre¬ 
dictable.” 

Despite the popularity of 
its iPhone, Wu estimates 
that it still only accounts for 
5 percent of cellphones in 
the world. □ 
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Bernanke’s speech sends stocks higher; Dow up 134

NEW YORK (AP) — The Dow 

Jones industrial average 
ended another turbulent 
week with a strong gain Fri¬ 
day after Federal Reserve 
Chairman Ben Bernanke 
said the U.S. was headed 
for long-term economic 
growth. It was the first win¬ 
ning week in a month. 
Trading volume was light, a 
sign that many traders were 
leaving New York ahead of 
Hurricane Irene. The storm 
is expected to reach the 
region late Saturday night. 
A spokesman for the New 
York Stock Exchange said 
trading is expected to 
open as usual Monday. 
Bernanke announced no 
new economic stimulus 
measures during his speech 
at a conference in Jackson 
Hole, Wyoming, as some in¬ 
vestors had hoped. He did 
leave open the possibility 
of more action if another 
recession looks likely. 
Indexes fell sharply as the 
speech was released at 
10 a.m. and it became 
clear that Bernanke was 
not promising additional 
support of the economy. 
The Dow Jones industrial 
average was down about 
78 points shortly before 
the speech started and 
slumped as many as 220 
points shortly after Ber¬ 
nanke started speaking. It 
recovered within an hour 
and stayed higher the rest 
of the day. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average rose 134.72 points, 
or 1.2 percent, to close at 
11,284.54. It was up 4.3 per¬ 


cent for the week after be¬ 
ing down the past four. 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index rose 17.53, or 1.5 per¬ 
cent, to 1,176.80. It rose 
4.7 percent for the week, 
its biggest gain since the 
week ended July 1. The 
technology-heavy Nasdaq 
composite index rose 60.22, 
or 2.5 percent, to 2,479.85. 
Boeing Co. rose 2.8 per¬ 
cent, the most of the 30 
stocks that make up the 
Dow. 

Tiffany & Co. rose 9 per¬ 
cent, the most of any of 
the 500 stocks in the S&P in¬ 
dex, after the luxury retailer 
raised its profit forecast for 
the year. 

In his speech, Bernanke 
focused on the long-term 
strengths of the U.S. econ¬ 
omy. He said they “do 
not appear to have been 
permanently altered by 
the shocks of the past four 
years." That shot of opti¬ 
mism helped lift markets. 

“In the American econo¬ 
my, the only thing that’s 
really lacking right now is 
confidence,” said David 
Kelly, chief market strate¬ 
gist at JPMorgan funds. 
“People who understand 
the limits of monetary poli¬ 
cy also understand that the 
economy has what it takes 
to grow.” 

Other analysts said Ber¬ 
nanke’s speech helped 
lift investor sentiment. Liz 
Ann Senders, chief invest¬ 
ment strategist at Charles 
Schwab, said Bernanke’s 
speech was an “acknowl¬ 
edgement that the Fed is 


not out of tools and that 
they stand ready” to act if 
needed. 

Underscoring how fragile 
the U.S. economic recov¬ 
ery is, early Friday the gov¬ 
ernment said the nation’s 
economy grew at an an¬ 
nual rate of just 1 percent 
in the April-June quarter, 
weaker than the govern¬ 
ment’s first estimate of 1.3 
percent. The report re¬ 
newed concerns that the 
U.S. might be headed for 
another recession. 

The Fed has said it plans 
to keep short-term interest 
rates low until mid-2013. 
Low rates on investments 
like bonds make higher-risk 


bets such as stocks more at¬ 
tractive. At last year’s con¬ 
ference in Jackson Hole, 
Bernanke signaled the cen¬ 
tral bank would buy more 
government bonds to lower 
long-term interest rates. 

The government lowered 
its estimate for economic 
growth in the April-June 
quarter because of fewer 
exports and weaker growth 
in business stockpiles. That 
means the economy ex¬ 
panded at an annual rate 
of only 0.7 percent in the 
first six months of the year, 
the worst pace since the re¬ 
cession ended in June 2009. 
The yield on the 10-year 
Treasury note spiked in 


the hour after Bernanke’s 
speech. It was 2.13 percent 
just before the speech and 
rose to 2.22 percent in the 
hour after the text was re¬ 
leased. The yield was 2.19 
percent late Friday. 

The last time the New York 
Stock Exchange was closed 
because of weather was 
Jan 8., 1996, when the 
opening was delayed un¬ 
til 11 a.m. because of a 
snowstorm. Hurricane Glo¬ 
ria caused a shutdown on 
Sept. 27, 1985.

VIENTIANE, Laos (AP) — One 

of the world's rarest croco¬ 
dile species has moved a 
little bit further from extinc¬ 
tion with the hatching of 20 
wild eggs plucked from a 
nest found in southern Loos. 
Experts believe there 
could be as few as 300 Sia¬ 
mese cracodiles remain¬ 
ing in the warld's swamps, 
farests and rivers, sa the 
discavery at the nest — the 
first found in the mountain¬ 
ous, jungle-clad country 
since 2008 — is a significant 
step in the rehabilitation 
of a species that was de¬ 
clared extinct in the wild 
in 1992. Since then, tiny 
papulations have been dis- 
cavered in remote corners 
of its range, which used tc 
include most of Southeast 
Asia. Still, the crocs remain 
critically endangered, ac¬ 
cording to the International 
Union for Conservation of 
Nature's Red List, the ac¬ 
knowledged authority on 


the status of global biodi¬ 
versity. 

Under the soft red light 
of an incubator, the 20 
baby crocodiles tapped 
and cracked their way 
inta the world last week. 
Their nest was faund in the 
southern province of Sa- 
vannakhet in June by a 
team at villagers trained by 
the New Yark-based Wild¬ 
life Conservation Society, 
which is working to save 
the species in landlocked 
Laos. “The feeling was one 
of elation,” Chris Hallam, 
who coordinates the orga¬ 
nization's crocodile project 
in Laos, told The Associated 
Press abaut the hatching. 
“When ycu look at the 
global papulation and the 
populatian in Laos it rep¬ 
resents quite a significant 
number of individual croc¬ 
odiles," he said. 

The crocs were hatched 
at the Lao Zoo, just out¬ 
side Vientiane, where they 
were moved to protect 
them from predators such 


as snakes and monitor liz¬ 
ards. Hallam said the croc¬ 
odiles will be raised in cap¬ 
tivity far 18 months before 
being released back into 
the wild. And it seems they 
won’t be alone. Villagers 
recently faund anather 
nest in Savannakhet with 
20 eggs inside. Because 
those crocs are so near to 
hatching, conservation¬ 
ists decided to leave them 
where they are with village 
teams keeping an eye on 
them. The Siamese croco¬ 
dile grows up to 10 feet 
(3 meters) in length but is 
generally docile. Their pas¬ 
sive nature made them all 
the easier to hunt. In re¬ 
cent decades thousands 
were captured and sold 
to crocodile farms that 
sprung up across Southeast 
Asia, feeding a vogue for 
its renowned soft skin and a 


taste for its meat. 

Several thausand of 
the crocodiles remain in 


farms and in zoas, thaugh 
many have been cross¬ 
bred with bigger spe¬ 
cies, reducing still further 
the numbers of pure Sia¬ 
mese crocodiles. □

Mexican soap opera 
takes close look at 9/11

MEXICO CITY (AP) — On the morning of Sept. 11,2001, 
Isabel Sanmillan is taking part in a meeting in one of 
the twin towers of the World Trade Center. Thousands 
of miles away in Mexico, her family watches on televi¬ 
sion as the plane crashes. They fear their loved one has 
perished in New York. 

A decade later, Sanmillan finds herself back in Mexico, 
thanks to the efforts of her daughter Camila in finding 
her. The woman doesn’t remember who she once was, 
a photographer and the founder of a newspaper. Her 
employees have a hard time, as well, believing that 
this woman who has unexpectedly returned owns their 
company. 

Sanmillan’s story sounds like a miracle found in the 
rubble of the towers, but it’s unfolding on millions of 
Mexican TV screens this summer in the soap opera “The 
Eighth Commandment," which traces the aftermath of 
the Sept. 11 attacks on both sides of the U.S.-Mexico 
border. 

While Americans prepare to mark the 10th anniver¬ 
sary of the event, many Mexicans are remembering 
it through the twists and turns of this soap opera. The 
six-month-long series, in fact, takes on the subject with 
more candor than most U.S. productions have dared 
to adopt so far. That includes scenes set inside the tow¬ 
ers during the attacks and portraits of individuals who 
perished. 

Producer Epigmenio Ibarra said he aimed to tell inti¬ 
mate stories within the epic frame. The series doesn’t 
yet have an air date in the U.S. 

Ibarra and co-writer Laura Sosa also deal with other 
themes currently in the news, such as Mexican govern¬ 
ment corruption, violence against journalists and the 
country’s out-of-control drug violence. 

“It was a landmark that was not only powerfully sym¬ 
bolic, but so big, so extremely terrible that it let us insert 
a story of human drama that was truthful ... that gave 
us a theme we wanted to talk about: the perspective 
of the victims,” Ibarra said. 

He said his idea gained extra inspiration after the May 
killing of al-Qaida leader Osama bin Laden. One of the 
first scenes in the series, in fact, shows the Sanmillan’s 
family’s response to the terrorist leader’s death. 

Actress Sara Maldonado, who broke from her usual 
good-girl roles to play daughter Camila, said the spec¬ 
ter of the event haunted the set even a decade later. 
“It’s already the 10th anniversary, but it’s super-pres¬ 
ent," Maldonado said during a break in shooting. 
“Each time we did scenes about the subject, I got 
goose bumps." 

At a recent rehearsal in a studio outside Mexico City, 
Isabel Sanmillan, played by actress Leticia Huijara, visits 
the offices of her newspaper and is shocked to find a 
photo of herself in a makeshift memorial, in which she 
appears as a kind of martyr to journalism. 

Huijara holds in her hands a U.S. flag with the word 
“honor” and her name as well as the names of the at¬ 
tack’s victims printed on it. 

“I think that what the Americans didn’t have was a 
mourning process like this,” Huijara said on the set. 
“They have to create some space exactly to show how 
things were, so that this mourning and healing come." 
“The Eighth Commandment," which began airing in 
Mexico on Aug. 8, follows Isabel Sanmillan to New York 
before the attacks to pitch photos she took of a meet¬ 
ing between a top official of the U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration, a representative of the Mexican gov¬ 
ernment and a drug trafficker.Q 


Smart casting puts Emmy winner in royai role

BEVERLY HILLS, Calif. (AP) 

— “Designing Women" 
creator Linda Bloodworth- 
Thomason once wrote that 
actress Jean Smart’s char¬ 
acter on the 1980s sitcom 
had “legs that stretched 
out for five or six miles, and 
one of those laughs that 
made you feel like riding 
around in a convertible.” 
Some 25 years later. Smart’s 
girl-next-door looks, legs 
and laugh are intact, mak¬ 
ing her casting of Prince 
Charles’s matronly second 
wife, Camilla Parker Bowles, 
all the more surprising — ex¬ 
cept to Smart herself. 

“The thing is, I started out 
in the theater, so I always 
did all kinds of parts — all 
different ages, all kinds of 
parts," Smart explained 
recently, while promot¬ 
ing the TV movie “William 
& Catherine: A Royal Ro¬ 
mance,” which debuts 
Saturday night (9 p.m. EDT) 
on the Hallmark Channel. 
“And, actually, Camilla was 
adorable when they were 
younger.” 

Smart said she hopes the 
movie, which follows Wil¬ 
liam and Catherine from 
introduction to proposal, 
sheds a new, positive light 
on Bowles, “the true love of 
Charles’s life,” as per Smart. 
Bowles was widely ma¬ 
ligned by the public and 
press — especially in the 
wake of Princess Diana’s 
untimely death in 1997. 
“Yes, there are a couple 
of moments where she has 
a nice, self-deprecating 
sense of humor about her¬ 
self and the fact it’s taken a 
gaggle of stylists to kind of 
put her together and every¬ 
thing, and it’s kind of nice," 
Smart said. 

“I really liked the way she 
was portrayed in the script, 
and a very sympathetic, 
likeable character, and I 
thought she ... deserved 
that.” 

The Seattle-born Smart will 
likely always be best known 
as Charlene Olivia Frazier 
Stillfield, the naive but huge- 
hearted office manager at 
Atlanta’s Sugarbaker de¬ 
sign firm, on the first five sea¬ 
sons (1986-91) of the sitcom 
“Designing Women.” 

“Oh, yeah, it was a great 
job,” Smart recalled. “And 


we had a blast. And we’re 
all still friends. And we’re 
devastated by losing Dixie.” 
Costar Dixie Carter died in 
April 2010 following compli¬ 
cations from endometrial 
cancer. She was just 70. 
“Oh, she was something 
else,” Smart noted, with a 
wistful smile. 

“And we all (the “Design¬ 
ing Women” leads) went 
to the funeral in Tennessee, 
her little hometown in Ten¬ 
nessee. 

Annie (Potts) and I flew 
down together. We met 
Delta (Burke)," Smart then 
pursed her lips and looked 
away, unable to continue 
for a few seconds, but then 
noting that Carter’s hus¬ 
band, actor Hal Holbrook, 
was “doing pretty well, 
considering they were in¬ 
separable.” 

Since leaving “Designing 
Women,” Smart has actu¬ 
ally enjoyed numerous TV- 
career highs: two Emmy 
Awards for guest appear¬ 
ances on “Frasier” (2000, 
2001), a key role on the 
drama “24” in 2006, the 
year it won the Emmy for 
drama series, and another 
of her own Emmys for play¬ 
ing Christina Applegate’s 
self-centered mother in the 
sitcom “Samantha Who?” 
(2008). 

Smart was killed off in the 
first-season finale of “Hawaii 
Five-0” last spring, but ad¬ 
mitted flying into Honolulu 
for her occasional role as 
Hawaii’s governor was no 
tropical vacation. 

She said she’d arrive, be up 
at 4 a.m. to work, and hurry 
to be back on a plane to 
Los Angeles to be with her 
recently adopted toddler, 
Bonnie. 

(Smart is married to actor 
Richard Gilliland, and they 
also have an adult son, 
Connor.) 

That said, she loved the se¬ 
ries’ hunk factor, supplied 
by stars Alex O’Loughlin, 
Scott Caan and Daniel Dae 
Kim. 

“All three of them!” she ex¬ 
claimed. “I mean Daniel, 
Daniel Dae Kim. I have this 
friend. She’s this darling, 
very southern, very Chris¬ 
tian, married to a cute 
doctor, but she said (Smart 
breaks into a Southern ac¬ 
cent), ‘Oh my god! If I met 
him, I think I’d just have to

lick him. He was wearing 
those too-tight pants and 
that bulletproof vest. Oh 
my god! You worked with 
him. I’m going to have 
to lick you the next time I 
see you,”’ she recounted, 
laughing. 

On the horizon for Smart: 
possibly another play for 
the 2001 Tony nominee 
for the comedy “The Man 
Who Came to Dinner,” 
and a small role in a Meryl 
Streep film . 

“I never was an ingenue,” 
Smart said. “So thank god. 
If I was, I mean, I can’t 
imagine how depressing 
that would be right around 
now. So, in many ways I do 
feel as if in the last several 
years I’ve sort of been in 
my prime in terms of work 
and things. 

“So, it’s fun,” Smart con¬ 
tinued. “But I do feel for¬ 
tunate, because I know 
there’s just not much out 
there at all for women 
(Smart whispers) my age.” 
Smart turns 60 on Sept. 9.Q

LOS ANGELES (AP) — That 
magical time is upon us 
again: the beginning ot a 
new school year. Time to 
start thinking up new ways 
to ditch class and blow off 
homework. 

Here's a suggestion if you 
feel like procrastinating: five 
of my favorite comedies 
about high school. Don't 
worry, there won't be a 
quiz afterword: 

— “Fast Times of Ridgemont 
High” (1982): So many 
classic lines. So many 
great songs. And such o 
terrific young cost of then- 
unknown actors, led by 
Sean Penn, Phoebe Cotes, 
Jennifer Jason Leigh, 
Judge Reinhold and Forest 
Whitaker. 

Those of us who grew up 
in the ‘80s probably look 
bock on “Fast Times” 
with great fondness and 
nostalgia. In its day, though, 
it seemed pretty racy; it 
motter-of-foctly depicted 
o character getting on 
abortion, otter oil. But it 
was refreshingly honest 
about the way teens talk 
and relate — how they get 
wasted and make mistakes 

— in on early demonstration 
of writer Cameron Crowe's 
excellent ear for dialogue. 

— “Rushmore” (1998): 
Clever, sweet and crackling 


with artistic energy, this is still 
Wes Anderson’s best film. 
His trademark stylistic tricks 
and obsession with detail 
felt new and fresh back 
then, and they served the 
story perfectly. Rushmore 
Academy’s ultimate 

joiner. Max Fischer (Jason 
Schwortzman), is a bit of 
o lonely, odd duck with 
some romantic, misguided 
notions. 

Sure, he’s o compulsive liar, 
but it’s hard not to wont to 
emulate him: He’s willing 
to try anything or befriend 
anyone. And even though 
he’s usually the smartest 
guy in the room, he’s never 
cynical. He’s observant 
and kind. He sees the good 
in people — and that’s how 


he gets his heart broken. 

— “Sixteen Candles” (1984): 
While “The Breakfast Club” 
remains my favorite John 
Hughes movie ever, it does 
get heavy and angsty as it 
goes along. 

You might like “Ferris 
Bueller’s Day Off” best, 
that would also be on 
acceptable answer. 

But this story of o regular 
girl (Molly Ringwald) 
whose family forgets the 
most important birthday 
of her life is just rapid-fire 
hilarious from start to finish. 
It completely gets the 
absurdity of adolescence 
and accurately delineates 
the rigid caste system of 
high school without ever 
taking sides. □ 


MTV video music awards 
to go without host this year

MTV manages to surprise viewers almost every year 
with its Video Music Awards, and this year it has done 
so before the show even starts: by electing not to have 
o host. 

Producers for the show, which will be telecast live 
Sunday night, soy they concluded that they simply 
did not need a person or persons onstage guiding the 
proceedings. 

“In this particular year I don’t think you’re going to miss 
it,” said Dave Sirulnick, an executive vice president for 
the channel. 

To a much greater extent than other awards shows, the 
VMAs, os the event is known to viewers, are reimagined 
every year, with different awards categories, elaborate 
stages and equally elaborate social medio stunts. 
Twice before, in 2004 and 2007, the show has done 
without a host, instead having different celebrities 
present awards and segue into musical acts. 

The awards show is typically MTV’s highest-rated 
telecast of the year, and it has been on the upswing in 
recent years, with 11.4 million viewers watching in 2010: 
the channel’s single biggest audience since 2002. But 
the 2010 edition, hosted by Chelsea Handler, was 
widely panned, partly because it lacked the kind of 
must-see television moment in which MTV specializes. 
Admittedly, it would hove been hard to top 2009, when 
Konye West snatched o microphone from Taylor Swift 
during her acceptance speech, creating o viral video 
“Kanye moment.” 

West closed the show in 2010, alone on the stage, 
with the premiere of a new song, “Runaway.” Sirulnick 
said his performance “completed the story” that had 
started a year earlier. 

This year he expects heavy interest in Lady Gaga, the 
star performer who will open the show. Lady Gaga 
showed up last year in a dress made of raw meat, 
which, by the way, was preserved and is now on 
display at the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame and Museum 
in Cleveland. □ 


‘Colombiana’ knows how silly, sexy it is

A brawny B-oction picture 
with o gorgeous, graceful 
woman wreaking havoc at 


its center: Yup, “Colombi¬ 
ana” is o Luc Besson movie. 
The director of “La Femme 
Nikita” and “The Fifth Ele¬ 
ment” serves os co-writer 


and producer here, but this 
is very much o spin-off of his 
brand, o continuation of 
the kind of stereotype- and 
gravity-defying characters 
he’s made his name on. 
“Colombiana” feels more 
hammy and muscular, 
though — but knowingly 
so, and that’s what makes 
it solid, late-summer escap¬ 
ist fun. Zoe Saldana stars 
as Cotaleya, who saw her 
parents killed in front of her 
when she was just o 9-year- 
old schoolgirl living in the 
slums of Bogota. Played 
as o child by the intense 
Amandia Stenberg in her 
film debut, she escapes by 
performing a dizzying series 
of parkour moves across 
rooftops and through win¬ 
dows before making her 
way to the U.S. Embassy to 
vomit up the microchip her 


father entrusted with her. 
No, the film from French 
director Olivier Megaton 
(“Transporter 3”) is not 
subtle. As the production 
notes so helpfully inform us. 
Megaton “takes his name 
from his birthday: The 6th of 
August 1965 is the 20th an¬ 
niversary of the dropping of 
the Hiroshima A-bomb.” But 
certainly you weren’t look¬ 
ing for that, now, were you? 
Anyway, 15 years later, with 
the help of her Uncle Emilio 
(Cliff Curtis), Cataleya 
has become a highly effi¬ 
cient professional assassin, 
but she still seeks revenge 
against the drug kingpin 
(Beto Benites) and his right- 
hand man (Jordi Molla) 
who are responsible for her 
parents’ deaths. The mark 
she leaves on her victims' 
bodies — a drawing of the 


orchid she’s named for — 
is a message for her child¬ 
hood enemies but it also 
sparks the curiosity of the 
FBI agent who thinks he’s 
tracking a serial killer. (Len- 
nie James serves as the 
film’s lone source of dignity 
and calm in the role.) 
Over-the-top bad guys 
spew generically menac¬ 
ing lines and hot women 
parade around in bikinis 
and lingerie. The catlike 
Saldana herself kicks butt 
in little more than tank tops 
and short-shorts, and prowls 
around during a thrilling jail 
hit in the kind of skin-tight 
body suit she might have 
worn to do motion-cap¬ 
ture work for “Avatar.” Her 
character also likes to suck 
lollipops while she’s clean¬ 
ing out her guns; again, 
subtle.Q

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President Rick Perry?

A few weeks ago it was possible 
to believe that Mitt Romney 
would win the New Hampshire 
primary and cruise easily to the 
Republican nomination. It’s 
harder to see that now. 

There have been a slew of 
polls showing Gov. Rick Perry 
of Texas surging to double-digit 
notional leads. He leads across 
demographic groups - among 
educated Republicans and 
less-educated ones, among 
upscale and downscale. Most 
impressive, he’s winning over 
the Republican activists who 
pay the closest attention and 
wield disproportionate influence 
with primary voters. 

A poll by the conservative 
political websites The Doily 
Caller/ConservotiveHome 
surveys these activists. When 
asked this week which 
candidate was most electable, 
46 percent named Perry, 
while only 20 percent named 
Romney. When asked who 
would do the best job on the 
economy, 27 percent said Perry 
and 14 percent said Romney. 
When asked who would do the 
best job controlling Washington 
spending, 20 percent chose 
Perry, 17 percent said Rep. Paul 
Ryan (who isn’t running) and 
only 8 percent chose Romney. 
The evidence suggests that 
Perry’s appeal will not be just 
o summer fad. He’s benefiting 
from several of the trends that 
hove fundamentally altered the 
Republican electorate. If the 
2008 electorate were going to 
vote in the 2012 primaries, then 
Romney could handle Perry. But 
that electorate no longer exists. 
The events of 2009 and 2010 - 
bailouts, health core reform, the 
stimulus package - substantially 
shifted voter attitudes and 
nothing that has happened in 
2011 has altered that shift. 

Within the Republican Party, 
the rightward shift has been 
even more vehement. In 2008, 
roughly 63 percent of primary 
voters called themselves 
conservative, according to 
Public Policy Polling. Now it’s 
roughly 73 percent. The number 
of moderate Republicans has 
withered. 

The events of 2009 and 
2010 also concentrated the 
Republican mind. It used to be 
that there were many themes 
in the Republican hymnal. Now 
there is only one: Government 
is too big, and it needs to be 
brought under control. It used 


to be there were many threats 
on the horizon. Now there is only 
one: the interlocking oligarchy 
of politicians, academics, 
journalists, consultants and 
financiers who live along the 
Acelo corridor wont to rip 
America from its traditional 
moorings. 

Perry is benefiting from these 
shifts. He does best among the 
most conservative voters. He 
has o simple and fashionable 
message: I will bring government 
under control. His persona 
is perfectly tuned to offend 
people along the Acelo corridor 
and to roily those who oppose 
those people. He does very 
well with the alternative-reality 
right - those who don’t believe 
in global warming, evolution or 
that Obomo was born in the U.S. 
So, yes, it is time to take Perry 
seriously os a Republican 
nominee and even os o 
potential president. Until o 
few weeks ago. Perry trailed 
Obomo in general election 
matchups. But os Perry’s name 
recognition has increased, that 
has changed. He and Obomo 
ore neck and neck in o recent 
Gallup poll. 

The question is, what ore his 
rivals going to do about him? 
Right now, the Romney comp 
is passively hoping he implodes. 
That seems unlikely. The gaffes 
that create medio frenzies ore 
unlikely to bother Republican 
primary voters. 

Perry’s campaign message is so 
simple it doesn’t take Einstein to 
keep repeating it from now until 
Election Day. 

It’s more likely that sooner or 
later Romney is going to hove 
to prove his own toughness by 
taking Perry on directly. Two lines 
of attack ore pretty obvious. 
First, Romney could accuse Perry 
of being the latest iteration of 
Tom Delay Republicanism. On 
the one hand, he is ideologically 
slippery. The man who sounds so 
right wing today was the Texas 
chairman of the Al Gore for 
President campaign in 1988. The 
man who now vows to appoint 
only onti-obortion officials to 
relevant administration jobs 
endorsed Rudy Giuliani four 
short years ago. 

On the other hand, he is 
unwavering in his commitment 
to the government-cosh nexus. 
Even this week - amid much 
attention to his poy-to-ploy 
proclivities - Perry named two 
big donors to powerful state 
jobs. 

Thesecondlineofattackis toshift 
what the campaign is about. If 
voters think Nancy Pelosi is the 
biggest threat to their children’s 
prosperity, they will hire Perry. 
If they think competition from 
Chinese and Indian workers is 
the biggest threat, they will hire 
Romney. He’s just more credible 
os someone who con manage 
economic problems, build 
human capital and nurture 
on innovation-based global 
economy. 

Romney might be able to beat 
bock the Perry surge. In the 
meantime, it’s time to take Perry 
seriously. He could be our next 
president. □ 
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Bernanke’s Perry problem 
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As I write this, investors around 
the world are anxiously awaiting 
Ben Bernanke’s speech at 
the annual Fed gathering at 
Jackson Hole, Wyo. They wont 
to know whether Bernonke, 
chairman of the Federal 
Reserve, will unveil new policies 
that might lift the U.S. economy 
out of what is looking more and 
more like o quosi-permonent 
state of depressed demand 
and high unemployment. 

But I’ll be shocked if Bernonke 
proposes anything significant 
- that is, anything likely to 
moke any serious dent in 
unemployment or offer any 
serious boost to growth. 

Why don’t I expect much from 
Bernonke? In two words: Rick 
Perry. OK, I don’t mean that 
Perry, the governor of Texas, is 
personally standing in the way 
of effective monetary policy. 
Not yet, anyway. Instead, I’m 
using Perry - who has famously 
threatened Bernonke with 
dire personal consequences 
if he pursues expansionary 
monetary policy before the 
2012 election - os o symbol of 
the political intimidation that is 
killing our lost remaining hope 
for economic recovery. To see 
what I’m talking about, let’s ask 
what policies the Fed actually 
should be pursuing right now. 
Obviously, the U.S. economy 
remains deeply depressed, and 
under normal conditions we 
would expect the Fed to pump 
it up by cutting interest rotes. 


But the interest rotes the Fed 
normally targets - basically rotes 
on short-term U.S. government 
debt - are already near zero. So 
what con the Fed do? 

Well, in 2000 on economist 
named Ben Bernonke offered o 
number of proposals for policy 
at the “zero lower bound.’’ True, 
the paper was focused on policy 
in Japan, not the United States. 
But America is now very much 
in o Japan-type economic trap, 
only more acute. So we learn o 
lot by asking why Ben Bernonke 
2011 isn’t taking the advice of 
Ben Bernonke 2000. 

Bock then, Bernonke suggested 
that the Bonk of Japan could 
get Japan’s economy moving 
with o variety of unconventional 
policies. These could include: 
purchases of long-term 
government debt (to push 
interest rotes, and hence private 
borrowing costs, down); on 
announcement that short-term 
interest rotes would stay near 
zero for on extended period, to 
further reduce long-term rotes; 
on announcement that the 
bonk was seeking moderate 
inflation, “setting o target in 
the 3-4% range for inflation, to 
be maintained for o number of 
years,’’ which would encourage 
borrowing and discourage 
people from hoarding cosh; 
and “on attempt to achieve 
substantial depreciation of 
the yen,’’ that is, to reduce the 
yen’s value in terms of other 
currencies. Was Bernonke on 
the right track? I think so - os 
well I should, since his paper 
was partly based on my own 
earlier work. So why isn’t the Fed 
pursuing the agendo its own 
chairman once recommended 
for Japan? 

Port of the answer is internal 
dissension. Two weeks ago, 
the committee that sets 
monetary policy declared that 
conditions “ore likely to warrant 
exceptionally low levels for 
the federal funds rote at least 
through mid-2013’’ - that is, it 
didn’t even promise to keep 


rotes low, it just offered on 
observation about what the 
state of the economy is likely to 
be. Yet, even so, the statement 
faced serious internal opposition, 
with three inflation hawks on the 
committee voting against it and 
calling it o mistake. 

The larger answer, however, 
is outside political pressure. 
Lost year, the Fed actually 
did institute o policy of buying 
long-term debt, generally 
known os “quantitative easing’’ 
(don’t ask). But it faced o 
political backlash out of all 
proportion to its modest effect 
on the economy, culminating 
in Perry’s declaration that any 
further monetary easing before 
the 2012 election would be 
“almost treasonous,’’ and that if 
Bernonke went ahead and did 
it, “we would treat him pretty 
ugly down in Texas.’’ 

Now just imagine the reaction if 
the Fed were to act on the other 
and arguably more important 
ports of that Bernonke 2000 
agendo, targeting o higher rote 
of inflation and welcoming o 
weaker dollar. With prominent 
Republicans like Rep. Paul Ryan 
already denouncing policies 
that allegedly “debase the 
dollar,’’ o political firestorm 
would be guaranteed. 

So now you see why I don’t 
expect any substantive policy 
announcements at Jackson 
Hole. Bock in 2000, Bernonke 
accused the Bonk of Japan 
of suffering from “self-induced 
paralysis’’; well, now the Fed is 
suffering from externally induced 
paralysis. In effect, it has been 
politically intimidated into 
standing by while the economy 
stagnates. And that’s o very, 
very bad thing. 

Political opposition has crippled 
fiscal policy; instead of helping 
to create jobs, the federal 
government is pulling bock, 
acting os o drag on output 
and employment. With the Fed 
also intimidated into inaction, 
it’s hard to see any end to the 
ongoing economic disaster. □ 
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
